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BRADLEY'S MEN WIN

HIS FORCES ORGANIZE THE KEN-
TUCKY REPFPUBLICAN CONVENTION,

McKinley's Supporters Make a Fight
and Oast 742 Votes on the Chalr-

manship Ballet.

RESOLUTIONS = NOT READY

DELAY COMPELS THE CONVENTION
TO ADJOURN UNTIL TO-DAY.

Bradley's Presidential Candidaey to
Be Indorsed and a Sound-Money
Platform Adopted.

Nozth Daketans Also Choose MeKinley
Delegates and Reject Free Silver—

LOUISVILLE, Ky,, April 15.—~The Republl-

can State convention after two long and
weary sesslons to-day, adjourned shortly after

midnight until 9 o'clock to-morrow morning.
While nothing more than organization and a
few nominating speeches was accomplished,

the result of the day's proceedings served to
make certain the control of the Bradley men
over the convention, securing to the Governor
the Indorsement of his Staie as a presiden-
tial candidate, the adoption of a platform to
his lking, containing a flat declaration for
the gold standard, and the selection of deil-
egates at large from this State favorable (o
him. There was a strong McKinley senti-
ment th the convention and the friends of
the Ohloan were defeated by a narrow mar-
gin on the vote for temporary organization.
After that the Bradley men had things their
OWn ‘way.

The convention was called to order at 2:35
p. m. by Hon. John W. Cerkes, chairman o!
the State central commitiee, who made a
brief speech congratulating the Kentucky

Republicans upon recent victories, paying an
eloquent tribute to Governor Bradley, Major

McKinley and other leaders, and in conclu-

slon placing in nomination as thé cholce of
the central committee for temporary chalr-

man Judge Thomas Z. Morrow, of Pulaski
county. The anti-Bradley men placed in
nomination George Denny, Jr., of Lexington,
and a call of the roll by counties was ordered.
The call occupied over two hours and a half,

during which time the hall was a stene of
great confusion and speakers were heard with
the greatest difficulty. The vote resulted:
Morrow, 883 4-5; Denny, 742 1-5. Delegations

aggregating 123 vptes were passed because of
contests, t‘

Judge Morrow, 'who is styled the “Father
of Republicanism in Kentycky,” in a short

speech on taking the chalr, struck the key
note of the convention. The Judge was sick
in bed this morning and it was thought for
a while that a change of programme would
be necessary. He rallied, however, and

though somewhat feeble, presided over the
convention. His voice was weak and his

address, though brief, stirred the convention
to a considerabie degree of enth m.

He congratulated the Republicans of Ken-
tucky on the progress they had made in the
past thirty years. He recalled the early

days when, he sald, he had to get out a
search warrant to find his politicai asso-

ciates in this State; the hardships endured
by those pioneers of Republicanism, their
siruggle against almost compiete commercial
and soclal ostracism, the gradual develop-
ment of the party orghAnization in this State
until now the Republicans politically own
the State. (Cheers.) The 24000 votes cast

for Abraham Lincoin had grown to 178,000
cast for Bradley.

The Democrats need not worry, he con-
tinued, “The repubiican party had come to
stay. It would hold the State goverfment
until every juror, every witness and every
other creditor of the State had been paid
in full;, untll the finances of the common-
wealth had been placed on a business-like
footing. And, he continued, in 1887 the Re-
publicans would have enough members of
the . Legislature at Frankfort to put an end
to the usefulness of the Jack Chinna, There
was small comfort for Demograts, Judge
Morrow sald, in the rival or leadership
among Republicans, Thelr strife would end
with the announcement of theé declaration
of this convention and the n;hu:g that had
occu would only make more Republicans
in November. He urged the delegates to act
harmoniously In completi the work of the
convention. They shou he s=aid, made
their indorsement of sound money unequi-
voeal; adopt a financial plank that would
neaed no Interpretation; that he who runs
may read. He favored such protection that
every laborer in the land may know that the
Republicany party is his friend. There was
an enthusiastic demonstration when he
urgad every delefate to raliy to the support
of that superb leader—the Erautat leader
any party ever had In any State--Governor
W. O. Bradley. He had, he declared, fought
the battles of Kentucky Republicans for
twenty-five years, from the ississippi to
Virginla, from the Ohio river to the Ten-

gate from St, Louis, throwing a glass of

watar in the face of Charles O. Maffitt,
chairman of the Democratic State central
committee was an exciting incident in to-
day's State Democratic convention. The
act was done as Maffitt leaned over the

Paatform to address Bell, who had ad-
vanced toward him from the body of the

hall. Temporary Chairman Hatch stepped
between them and prevented a [urther show
of hostllitlies, and 'Maffitt retreated, with the
water dripping from his clothes and face.
The episode occurred to-day during the
heat of a fight for the recognition of Lion-
berger, a 8t, Louis gold delegate, as a mem-
‘ber of the resolutions committee. Bell had
unavallingly sought recognition of the
Chalir, and Ainally.advanced toward the plat-
form. His discussion with Maffitt resulted
in the latter exclaiming: “I'll warm your
Jacket In a little while.,” Shortly thereafter,
Bell got the ear of the Chair and began a
free silver speech. He had spoken a few
moments and reached for a glass of water,
As he did so Maflitt again leaned over the
platform, and, addressing Bell, sald some-
thing that ended with the word ‘“‘turn-
coat.” No sooner had the words left Maf-
fitt's lips than Bell dashed the contents of
the ful glass in the chalrman's face.

The convention was called for the purpose
of nominating thirty-four delegates to the
Chicago national convention this morning.
It was the largest State party convention
held in the history of Missouri. Before the
convention convened the different congres-

sional district delegations met in caucus
and selected two delegates and two glter-

nates each to the national convention,
These were later passed on by the conven-

sent to the State convention were Instructed
for “free sliver” at 16 to 1, practically no
opposition was made t0 the caucus selec-
tions. Chairman Maffitt rapped the con-

vention to order at 12:30. Ex-Congressman
Willlam H. Hatch was announced as tem-
porary chairman.
